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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 2 and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Jinkins in view of Clark or Sollenberger et al. 

In Jinkins, pivoting members 21 are mounted on support brackets 22,23 
and support the alignment roller 18 by its shaft ends via bearings 19 and 20. A guide 
control bar 13 is pivotally connected to torque arms 17. While guide rollers 14, 15 of 
Jinkins are attached to the torque arms and not the guide control bar, guide rollers 19 of 
Clark are shown being attached to both the guide control bar and the torque arm 22. 
Guide rollers 37 of Sollenberger et al are similarly shown attached to both the guide 
control bar 44 and the torque arm 36. It would have been obvious to reposition the 
guide rollers from the torque arms as in Jinkins to the guide control bar as in Clark or 
Sollenberger et al. With regard to claim 4, it would have been obvious that the modified 
guide unit of above could be considered to be a retrofit unit. 

2. Claims 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jinkins 
in view of Clark or Sollenberger et al Hovsto et al. 

It would have been obvious that the tracking system of paragraph 1 could be 
used on the return flight as taught by tracking means 1 and 9 of figure 6 of Hovsto et al.
